Of particular interest and concern is the rise in British 
and Greek controlled shipping which in the first quarter of 1964 
amounted to 87. 5%, and in March to 94.8%, of the Free World 
voyages. These astound ingly high percentage# reeult from a 
determination that virtually all of she .Lebanese flag vassals in 
the Cuban trade during the first quarter, which accounted for 
one -third of the total voyages, were either British or Greek 
controlled. Apparently there are some advantages to ship owners 
to register ship* under the Lebanese flag.
